SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the video recording Maruschka - Girl for Love as: 
Objectionable. 

This video consists of explicit depictions of sexual conduct. It includes sexualised 
depictions of a man and a woman drinking each other’s urine. It therefore promotes 
and supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The video also degrades, dehumanises and demeans the female participant to a high 
degree. She is reduced to an exclusively sexual object on display for the sexual 
arousal of the viewer. This impression becomes most marked during a sequence in 
which the camera focuses at length on her semen-covered face, after a man has 
ejaculated onto her. 

The Classification Office recommended one excision to remove both the scene of 
urination and the scene of ejaculation (which occur in succession). However, the 
owner of the video recording did not respond to the Classification Office’s excision 
notice. The video recording is therefore classified as objectionable. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) protects the 
freedom to seek, receive, and impart information and opinions of any kind in any form. 
An objectionable classification on this video recording is a reasonable limitation on si4 
of the NZBR Act.
